Accused on 
Stand at 
Inquest Here 


Mrs. Hitchner and 


Police Testify at 


Coroner's Hearing 


A coroner’s jury of six men 
yesterday returned a verdict that 
Adam Hitchner, 47, met death at 
the hands of his wife Mrs. Ruth 
M arion Hitchner, w hen she fired 
a bullet from a .38 caliber gun 
into his stomach. At th e con­ 
clusion 
of the hearing 
deputy 
district attorney H arry Dough­ 
erty said a m urder charge had 
already been filed against Mrs. 
Hitchner. 
Mrs. H itchner, composed, and 
chicly dressed, listened 
to her 
sister 
Mrs. 
M arie 
G renlee, of 
Peoria, 
Illinois, 
describe 
the 
scene 
leading up to th e fatal 
shooting of her husband. She also 
heard 
patrolm an 
Jack 
Brooks, 
recite how he had w arned her 
to keep the peace earlier in the 
evening and then he repeated to 
the jury the story Mrs. H itchner 
told him after she had sent a 
bullet crashing into her estranged 
husband’s vital organs, causing 
w ounds from w hich he died 20 
m inutes later. 


MRS. 
GRENLEE 
s a i d she 
knew her sister owned a gun. She 
said 
under questioning of the 
deputy district attorney, th a t her 
sister usually kept the gun under 
her pillow, how ever, on th e day 
she received word that 
Adam 
H itchner was on his w ay into 
Palm Springs to talk to her, Mrs. 
G renlee said, her sister pu t the 
gun in her purse. 
Mrs. G renlee testified h e r sis­ 
ter was extrem ely afraid of her 
husband and her fear in turn 
frcightened Mrs. Grenlee. On the 
day of H itchner’s arrival, Mrs. 
Grenlee, the half sisted hid for 
hours in a dark closet. She said 
that w hen the husband finally 
arrived, Mrs. H itchner cam e to 
the door and shoved a pet dog 
into the closet for her sister to 
take care of. 


SHE 
REMEMBERED 
seeing-" 
H itchner, stretched out on the 
floor, she testified, and knew that 
he had been shot. She said that 
she heard the shot and her sister 
came running down from th e pent 
house in which the shooting took 
place but never onde did the 
district attorney lead the ques­ 
tioning directly to a point where 
she was forced to testify th a t she 
believed her sister had shot Adam 
Hitchner. 
Patrolm an Jack Brooks painted 
a hitherto unknow n picture oi 
events leading up to the fatal 
shooting of Adam H itchner. He 
testified that H itchner believed 
his wife 
would 
stooa to any 
m eans in order to gain ner point 
He said H itchner told him , on 
one occasion, he refused to take 
his wife on a pack-trip into the 
m ountains. 
She 
scratched 
her 
own face, scream ed for police, 
and had her husband arrested, to 
spend the night in jail, so that 
he too, could not go on th e pack 
trip w ithout her. 


HE TOLD BROOKS on the 
night of his m urder, that he had 
been w arned by his attorney not 
to see Mrs. H itchner alone and 
w ithout witnesses. He willingly 
subm itted to search by the police. 
Brooks said, w hen inform ed that 
his wife had reported th a t he 
w ent about arm ed at all times. 
No weapons were found, Brooks 
said. All of this conversation, the 
officer said 
took place w ithin

Last week 
everyone craned 
their necks s k y w a r d , to watch 
one of the most spectacular dis­ 
plays of stellar fireworks to be 
seen at any time. Dozens of flam ­ 
ing masses arced across the heav­ 
ens 
every 
minute, 
and 
some 
blazed to dazzling brilliance in 
spite of the brightness of the 
moonlight. Many people saw the 
display, but few really understood 
what they were looking at. Prob­ 
ably many of them now think 
they will have to wait another 
six years before the great Gia- 
eoboni-Zinner comet returns in 
order tp see another meteor. Ac­ 
tually you can see them any 
night, if you look long enough, 
and if you were in a deep, deep 
hole to shut out the sunlight, 
you could probably see them all 
through the day, as well. For 
meteors do not just appear in cer­ 
tain years, or even in certain 
months or days; nor do they ap­ 
pear just at night. How'ever, there 
are times when they are more 
common than usual, and it is 
these rare occasions that are so 
widely publicized. 
EXACTLY WHAT are these 
sudden Hashes of light that race 
across the heavens above and 
then rapidly fade into nothing­ 
ness like some celestial phantom? 
They are commonly called "shoot­ 
ing or Jailing stars," but to the 
astronomer tney are meteors, a 
light phenomenon caused by a 
particle of m atter which has been 
hurled from the outer space into 
our earth’s atmosphere at such 
a tremendous velocity that on 
contact with the upper air layers, 
it hursts into flame and burns 
up. It is this Uaring-up which the 
observers sees as a meteor from 
below. Usually the objects caus­ 
ing the light are so small that 
they are entirely consumed by 
heat long before they ever reach 
the earth’s surface, being disin­ 
tegrated into fine dust. 
BUT O C C A S I O N A L L Y a 
meteor is sd large and solid that 
it may actually penetrate all the 
way through the atmosphere and 
strike the earth before being 
burnt up. When this occurs, the 
fallen meteor is term ed a meteor­ 
ite. At the time of impact it is 
a red-hot almost molten mass, 
and can cause serious harm il 
it strikes near inflammable ob­ 
jects or living creatures. Fortun­ 
ately for us, the n u m b e r of 
meteorites getting through to the 
earth’s surface are Very, very 
few. 
. 
METEORITES may be one ol 
three general types: (1) composed 
almost entirely 
of 
pure iron, 
composed of a m ixture of iron 
and stone, called siderolites, or 
(3) 
composed 
of stone alone, 
(culled 
siderites), (2) composed 
of 
a 
mixture 
of 
i r o n 
and 
s t o n e , called 
siderolites), 
or 
(called aerolites). Of these, the 
frequently found; they are also 
the most readily eroded and de­ 
stroyed by w eathering after fall­ 
ing. 
THE SOURCE of these frag­ 
ments floating about out in space 
is conjectural. Many believe them 
to be the remains of comets or 
of some star that has exploded 
into bits for some obscure reason. 
It is definitely known that the 
so-called tail of a comet is com­ 
posed of billions of such parti­ 
cles being swept along behind as 
it moves in a regular path, and 
that whenever one of these char­ 
tered comets, like the Giacoboni- 
Zinner comet of last week, comes 
near the earth, many of the finer

and

meteoric shower occurs. 
A COMET DIFFERS from a 
meteor in having a definite orbit 
or path of movement, in not en­ 
tering the earth’s atmosphere, 
and in reappearing irregularly or 
at predictable intervals. Comets 
also consist of three parts: a nu­ 
cleus, a fog-like coma around the 
nucleus and a smoke-ball tail. No 
meteor has this appearance. 
There are but 10 actual m eteor­ 
ites that have ever been found in 
the state of California, giving 
some idea of their rarity. Of 
these, the largest was discovered 
by deer hunters at Goose lake in 
Modoc county near the Oregon 
line, and it m e a s u r e s only 
4’x2’/2’x2', 
and 
weighing 2,573 
pounds. This does not seem to 
be large for a meteorite, yet the 
Goose lake specimen is probably 
the fifth largest known to have 
fallen within the United States, 
indicating that the danger of a 
city being wiped out by a huge 
meteorite is pretty remote. 
DR. FREDERIC C. Leonard of 
UCLA estimates that the num­ 
ber of meteorites reaching the en­ 
tire earth 
each year probably 
number less than a couple of 
hundred. And most of these un­ 
doubtedly fall into the sea or 
in remote uninhabited areas and 
thus are lost to the astronomer 
for study. Less than a dozen a 
year ever reach the laboratory. 
These 
particles 
from 
space, 
most of them no bigger than a 
pea or marble, rush into our at­ 
mosphere at speeds ranging from 
8 to 48 miles a second, which 
would be some 30,000 to 175,000 
miles per hour! Is it any wonder, 
at this unbelieveable speed, that 
the great friction caused as they 
zoom 
through the atmosphere 
causes them to blaze up and 
volatilize? 
THE LARGEST METEORITE 
in any museum collection is one 
found 
in 
west 
Greenland; 
it 
weighs 3614 tons, and is of the 
iron type. A still larger one, 
never excavated, occurs in South­ 
west Africa, and is estimated to 
weigh about 70 tons! It also is 
of the iron type. 
TWO THOUSAND years ago, 
just west of Winslow, Arizona, 
a truly gigantic meteorite fell to 
the earth with such force that 
it splashed up a huge crater in 
the surface, like a rock falling 
into thick mud. This rimmed 
crater alone measures nearly 4000 
feet in diam eter and 600 feet in 
depth, and the rim itself is 160 
feet above the surface of the ter­ 
rain, making it visible for miles! 
The area called Meteor Crater, 
was privately purchased and for 
many years drilling was resorted 
to in an endeavor to locate the 
meteorite. But it remained un­ 
detected, 
because the workers 
assumed 
that 
the 
mass 
had 
dropped 
straight 
down. 
Then 
someone realized that it must 
have hit at an angle, and they 
soon discovered the mass under 
the south rim at a depth of over 
1000 feet! Its mass was calculated 
at between 5 and 8 million tons, 
or over 10 acres of material! 
However, 
astronomers 
believe 
that on contract the meteorite 
burst into many small fragments, 
so that in all probability the mass 
is not still intact. Whether these 
fragments will repay their m in­ 
ing is questionable. 
ON ANALYSIS, this meteorite, 
called the Barringer meteorite in 
honor of Dr. D. M. Barringer of 
Pennsylvania who first studied 
the area, was found to contain 
91 per cent of iron, 8 per cent 
nickel, 0.2 per cent phosphorus, 
0.004 per cent sulphur, 0.4 per 
cent copper, 0.6 per cent silicon, 
0.005 per cent platinum, 
and 
minute microscopic diamonds. 
Several years ago an unrecov­ 
ered or studied meteorite fell in 
the interior of Siberia, completely 
destroying a reindeer herd, burn­ 
ing off acres of timber, and mak­ 
ing a huge depression. Whether 
this fall is larger than the Arizona 
crater is unknown. 
DON’T WAIT until 1953 when 
last week’s comet returns, to see 
the meteor. Go out any clear 
night, preferably a moonless one, 
and watch the skies for a few 
moments. If you’re patient, you'll 
be rewarded. There is always 
something mysterious, an element 
of the unknown, in seeing these 
ghostly flashes of light high over­ 
head.

A bulletin just received from 
March Field offering this training 
is as follows: 
"ALL FORMER flying officers, 
either now civilians or serving 
as enlisted men in the regular 
Army, are eligible for enrollment 
in the Air Reserve Training De­ 
tachment at March Field. Inter­ 
ested 
men are 
urged to visit 
building 421 at the field for full 
discussion of the program with 
Major Joe D. Miles, officer in 
charge. Former officers should 
bring their Form 5’s and per­ 
sonal orders. Form 64’s or a 
physical examination will also be 
necessary to qualify. 
"THE PROGRAM which is part 
of the national defense plan for 
a strong, completely trained ci­ 
vilian air reserve to augment the 
regular AAF, is on a purely yol- 
untary basis. Although a mini­ 
mum of 80 flying hours yearly 
is desired for the members, train­ 
ing will be so arranged as to fit 
the convenience of the trainee 
and not to interfere with his ci­ 
vilian job. 
"AT-6’s, A T-ll's and P-51's will 
be available for use of the Air 
Reserve. The ultimate goal is a 
completely 
self-sufficient 
unit 
under its own Reserve officers, 
fully trained and equipped with 
the latest type, planes.

ment, served overseas with the 
1st fighter group now at March 
Field.
